Reference is made to your letter to the attorney 
General dated Hay 3, 1975, with enclosures, wherein you 
restated your request for the identity of the individual or 
agency which was the source for certain statements found in 
the Travelers Aid Society file on Lee Harvey Oswald. The 
Attorney General referred your request to this Bureau. 

All of the material developed by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in connection with the assassination 
of former President Kennedy was turned over to the Warren 
Commission and thereafter was made available to the national 
Archives by the Commission. Included was an FBI report 
containing the answer to your question concerning the source 
of the information found in the Travelers Aid Society reports 
of S. T. Rail. in. The statement that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
both a member of the Marine Corps and assigned to duty st 
the United States Embassy in Hoscow is attributed to Oswald. 
This 'data is found in FBI report dated June 29, 1964, at 
Net/arlc, New Jersey. The report is identified as Commission 
document Number 1241 and is currently available tothe public,

Johnson, who is in charge 
of Warren Commission matters, advised the 6/29/64 Newark 
report (unclassified) was made available to the public in 
1965 by Department of Justice Order. In view, of this. Brown 
is being referred (again) to National Archives to obtain same 
if he desires.
